Yesterday. 


THE BRYSON-CLARK FRANCHISE, 


The Electric Lighting Bids—An Im-~ 
mMense Saving to the City—Pro- 
tests of Some Property 
Owners—Miscellaneous. 


The Council wag called to order yes- 
terday morning at 16:03. There were 
Present President Frankenfield and 
Councilmen Brown, Wirsching, Sum- 
merland and Bonsall, There being no 
quorum, Some one went in soarch of 
Councilman Shafer, who was found 
in an adjoining room.

TELEPHONE LICENSE VETO. _ 

After the reading of the minutes the 
veto of the Mayor on the telephone 
license ordinance, [heretofore printed 
in Tur TimxEs| was presented. 
Councilman Shafer moved that the 


vote by which the ordinance was 
passed be reconsidered. 


Councilman Hamilton then moved 
that the ordinance be again passed. 

Judge Carpenter, representing the 
company, was given the floor. He 
said: The Mayor assumes that because 
the company has 1000 telephones it has 
an income of $50,000 a year. This is a 
mistake, a3 there is a percentage of 
bad debts. The city bas forty tele- 
phones at reduced rate. The company 
pays 50 per cent. to the Bell Telephone 
Company for the use of the system. and 
pays taxes on an assessment of $13,000.

PROPERTY OWNERS PROTEST. 
The City Attorney presented the fol- 
lowing report, which, on motion of 
Councilman Shafer, was adopted: 

Upon the report of the Board of Public 
Works that the “street superintendent per- 
sonally appeared before the Board and 
Officially protested against the Council or 
the Board of Public Works entertaining any 
protest of property owners against his de-

the same, shali have the right to appeal to 
the City Council within thirty days after 
the date of the warrant, 1t also provides 
for notice of hevring of such appeal, and 
upon such hearing the City Council may 
remedy or correct any error or informality 
in the proceedings and revise and correct 
aby of the acis or determination of the Su- 
Derintendent of StreetS relative to said 
work, may confirm, amend, set aside, altar, 
modify or correct the assessment in such 
manner as to them shall seem just, and re- 
quire tne work to be completed according | 
to the directions of the City Council, and 
__May_ instruct and direct the ‘Street—Super- 
intendent to correct the warrant, assessment 
or diagram in any particular, or to make 
and issuc a new warrant, assessment and 
diagram to conform to tue decisions of said

The following communication from 

the Mayor was read: 


question in this: The rejected portion, 
$555.77, represents what it will cost the city, 
if it be paid, to have the Arroyo de los 
Reyes ‘éterm drains destroyed. 1 called 
your attention to this w rk at the time it 
was being done, but it appears no attention 
whatever was paid to the matter. If so, I 
have not h of it, and the work of de- 
stroying the storm drain was proceeded 
with, and now the city is asked to pay for 
this work of spoliation the sum of $555.77. 
The storm drain cost the city in the first 
place a large sum of money, projected and 
constructed under the City Surveyor of 
a former administration. It is too 
bad to have this storm drain deliberately 
destroyed, but to. be obliged to pay 
for this kind of work in addition is some- 
thing that should not be done if it can be 
avoided. Under the charter,I deny the 
autbority of the engineer's office to bind 
the city in a case of this kind withouta 
contract in writing. This storm drain was 
of brick, which was deliberately intersected 
by this sewer, at each point where the sewer 
crossed the street, and in place of the brick 
it has, in one place at least, been patched 
with boards, which in a short time wiil rot 
and let the street fallin. ‘This character of 
destructive work ought not to be approved 
by your honorable budy, much less to pay 
forit. The anfortunate part of the whole 
matter is that the men who did this work 
are not to blame, but the engineer’s office, 
where the order for the same originated; 
but 1 know of no way of protecting the city 
against loss in cases of this kind, except to 
refuse to pay forit. Demands for work of 
this kind should be paid by those ordering 
the same. —

The Anglo-Nevada Assurance Cor- 
poration Closes Its Books.

The Anglo-Nevada 
Assurance Corporation, which recently 
disposed of its eastern business to 
the Caledonian Insurance Company, of 
Edinburgh, has disposed of the remain- 
der of its business to the London and 
Lancashire Fire Insurance Company. 
Jeffrey Planan, of New York, repre- 
sentative of the latter company, has 
been in this city some time, and the 
details of the transfer were completed 


Saturday last. ‘he Anglo-Nevade will. 
retire from business as soon as its 


vige-president of the Anuglo-Nevada, 
will become manager of the London 
and Lancashire Company’s interests in 
this city. 

The business of the Anglo-Nevada, 
which was transferred to the Caledo- 
nian Company, amounted to $600,000 
annually in premiums, and the pre- 
miums which are now transferred tothe 
London and Lancashire amount to 
$350,000 annually. The officers of the 
Angio-Nevada state that their reason 
for retiring from business is that their 
capital stock, $2,000,000, is too large 
for the amouut of business they trans- 
act, aud that a capital of $1,000,000 
would be all that was neceésary.

W. W. Foots on “Democratic Poll- 
tics” and Senator Stanford— 
The Next State Legisiature—

United States Senator Washburn of 


~ Minnesota is a guest at the Palace 


Hotel. 

‘‘Although I am ashamed to say it,”’ 
remarked Senator Washburn to a 
Chronicle reporter at the Palace last 


evening, “this is my first visit to this 


great Western metropolis and I might 
add to this wonderful State of Cali- 
fornia. As a member of the Commerce 
Oourmittee I have been particularly in- 
terested in the river and harbor appro- 
piations, and now while I am here I 
propose to look over the ground for 
myself and see the actual needs of 
Government improvements in that di- 
rection, 

“I do not think there will be any ex- 
tra session of Congress, as there is ab- 
solutely no occasion for it. At the 
next regular session we will finish up a 
large amount of unfinished business. 
The House of Representatives will un- 
doubtedly pass the Postal Subsidy Bill 
and the Bounty Bill, looking toward 
the restoration of American commerce. 
The house bas already passed the Bank- 


ruptey Bill, which will, of course, be) 


passed by the Senate. At the next 
session the Election Bill will come to 
the front for pas-age. 

**Now that the McKinley Tariff Bill 
has become a law, it will create public 
discussion for some time to come, tu 
the exclusion of all other Government 
questions. Iam glad tosee the Eng- 
lish and German governments so 
strong an opposition to the bill, for it 
means a good sign for its success. 
There is & great prejudice against the 
McKinley bill thronghout the Mississ- 
ippi Valley, and all over the East for 
that matter, as the peopie on the whole 
do uot seem to understand it. This 
extended prejudice may result in a 
temporary loss to the RNepublican party, 
but in the end it will prove to the ad- 
vantage of both the party and to the 
We. do not at the 
present time realize the vast import- 
ance of the law. We have been im- 
porting 5,000,000 dozen eggs annually 
from Lower Canada, and about 11,000,- 
000 of barley. The American maltsters 


have apparently preferred Canadian 


barley to that grown in this country. 
Grain, hay and produce heretofore im- 
ported from Canada will hereafter be 
grown at howe. ‘he McKinley Bill 
will prove of great value to California, 
especially to your wool, raisin ahd wine 
industries, and wiil make this State 
rich and prosperous.

A Women’s Insurance Yoctety. 

A new organization of wage earning 
women has been founded to insure wom- 
en against temporary illness and also ar- 
| range to pay their heirs, in consideration 
of a premium, acertain amount in case 
of death. The society is arranged and 
governed entirely by women and is self 
supporting, the managemem expenses 
being provided for by entrance fees, fines 
and donations of friends. 

A woman of 25, by paying something 
less than $3 each year, will receive in 
case of sickness $2 a week for, six months 
and $1 a week after that until death,when 
her heirs receive about $80. Fora larger 
premium of course greater benefits are 
received. Members may also subscribe 
to an annuity fund, in which case pay- 
ments cease when the annuity com- 
mences. The society was founded at the 
request of hundreds of wage earners, 
who claimed that they were unable to 
find in all the charitable and friendly 
organizations for working women any 
society which insured them against tem- 
porary illness, or would give them, even 

for a consideration, any adequate sick 
benefit.—New York Sun.

Pasadena’s Committee Confers 
With Mr. Burnett: 


NO TRUNK LINE AT PRESENT. 


What ts in Store for Pasadena— 
_Notes and Comment—Persons 
Here and Away — Brevi- 
ties of all Sorts. 


The committee appointed at a recent 
meeting of the Pasadena Board of 
Trade conferred with General Manager 
T. B. Burnett of the Los Angeles Ter- 


minal Company on Saturday concern- 


ing the future operations of that road 
in Pasadena. 


The conference lasted for some time, | ‘° 
and although nothing definite was 
stated by Mr. Burnett, there is good 
reason to believe that the road means 
business so far as this city is concerned. 
The supposition however, made at the 
Board of Trade meeting, that a trans- 
continental line will soon run through 
here with the Terminal Company’s 
tracks, for its western terminus was 
somewhat premature. Mr. Burnett 
said that sucha statement was unau- 
thorized and that there were no 
grounds for making it at present. 

The committee were given to under- 
stand that the company’s energies are 
now being wholly directed towarde 
building the line to San Pedro. This 
branch of the road itis proposed to 
build with all possible dispatch, and 
until the rails are laid to the sea Pasa- 
dena need not expect any startling de- 
veiopments in the way of an unex- 
pected looming up of atrunk line. As 
things stand now, the railroad people 
are free to admit that they can build a 
cheaper trunk line road, with easier 
grades, through a cafion other than 
that of the Arroyo Seco. This isa 
question open to dispute, and what 
Pasadena wants to do is to convince 
the railroad magnates otherwise when 
the proper time comes. 

But it can reasonably be predicted 
that as soon as the San Pedro branch 
is completed the company will make 
use of its franchise which grants it the 
valuable privilege of running up di 
rectly tothe centerof town. A freight 
depot and a commodious station 
will naturally follow, andin due course 
of time if Pasadena shows herself will- 
ing to meet the railroaders half way it 
would not be surprising if a franchise 
clear through the town were asked for 
and the road actually become a part 
and portion of a through line. 

At any rate the advantages accruing 
from a through freight system from 
San Pedro will soon be forthcoming 
ape in itself is a blessing not to be 
ised.
